Warreti M. Graham, mentioned iu OUL- 


correspondencu from tlie first regiment us 
having been mortally wounded at Wil- 
liamsport, waa when he enlisted, coimccted 
with the Wiac»Dsin ascommerciftl reporter, 
and since has been the correspondent of 
that paper. Although not reported among 
the dead there appears to be little hopes of 
his recovery. He was wounded in the right 
arm, left breast and left leg. 
The follow- 


ingaro reported by the Philadelphia Inquirer 
as having been wounded :

The behavior of the Wisconsin men in 


the action is spoken of as cool and bravo. 
Our people are proud of them. 


TLe commencement of the battle wtis 


sudden and without any previous knowledge 
that it was at hand. 
The Inquirer says • 


Col. Perkins hud rode out some distance 


in front of his battery, and upon turning -A 
bend of the roud, suddenly found himuull 
face to face with two strange officers, mount- 
ed. They made thu military salute, and 
shook hands cordially with the Colonel, a->k 
iug him whatcompauy he belonged to?— 
He answered, Company C. Just then one 
of the officers espied the battery coming 
round the bend, and exclaiming 
l> Artillery. 


by God !" both put spurs to their horses and 
left. 
Col. Perkins shouted, " Now, bojs, 


we've got'em ?" and in less than a minute 
the battery opened hot and heavy, right and 
left of the road. The Wisconsin Regiment 
was supporting the battery on the left of the 
road, and the Pennsylvania Bteveuth un the 
right. These immediately came up into 
position, and poured in one volley btfim- 
the enemy had time to form ; and in (act, 
they never did get formed, but fought guer- 
rilla fashion during the whole action. 


This was probably done to cover the te- 


treat of the main body r>( their forces. Just 
in the middle of the tight the 23d regimt-nt 
came up as cool »•) DO many cucumbers, 
and pitched into the chase, flanking out u 
cousidurable distance lo the left, and rout- 
ing the rebels from all their places of con- 
cealment. AloMiillin'8 men lay along the 
road near thu battery, and in the wood*, 
fighting Indian fashion. 
Kvery man was 


cool and deliberate, and their tihots told 
with fearful clk'Ct. 


The cavalry of the rebels attempted to 


tnako t'.-;> charges upon the Eleventh, but 
were broken and fled each time. 


The pursuit wad continued over three 


miles, and only ceased when the men be 
came tired out trotting double quiuk, und 
loading andd firing in the hot sun. 


The heaviest part of the action took place- 


on the farm ol a gentleman named Porter 
field, about two miles beyond Falling Wn- 
ters, and within one and a half miles ot 
Uftinesville, where tlio army now lays. 


THE Wiu.iAMsroKT AKKAW.—Charles 


Fairchild of Madison gives the following 
particulars of this encountre with the ene- 
my :" Our first impression to-day was, that 
the enemy were in much greater force than 
afterwards appeared. They had, I believe, 
but two or three regiments of infantry, a 
corps of cavalry, and a small battery of two 
or perhaps four guns. 
I understand, from 


good authority, that thoy believed our force- 
to be but one or at best but two regiments 
strong, and arranged themselves in orchards 
and houses, nnd along the lino offences 
for the purpose of surrounding and captur- 
ing in. Of course our skirmishers discov- 
ered them, and after the first few rounds 
(twenty or thirty of them) our field pieces 
came up and routed them. 
After that there 


was a running tire for some little distance, 
our advance pressing them close. Then 
they took regularly to their heels, throwing 
away knapsatks, havetaacks, revolvers, itc. 
Among other thiuga, a captain's full dress 
coat was found by the road. Their lovo 
letters, and letters from friends at home, 
were strewed in every direction, photographs, 
&c,, were found.

Accordingly an Armstrong shell 


was fired at a small iceberg about one hun- 
dred and fifty'feet Wgh, from a distance of 
four miles and a half. Such was the effect 
that a block of ice, judged to by of about 
one hundred tons, fell from the summit.— 
This targe weight fulling from the top of 
the berg removed the centre of gravity, 
which caused the whole fabric to roll over 
and rock to and fro. It was considered a 
most satisfactory test of the vast range and 
destructiveness of these missiles. Further 
trials were made with other projectiles sup- 
plied to the navy, namely, hollow shot, per- 
cussion and shrapnel!, and time fuze shell, 
moheu iron shell, Ac., all tending to exhib- 
it one feature in modern warefare at sea, 
vix: the extreme probability of every VPS- 
se' being in flames after she is engaged,"

by M. Minnie, who entered the French nr- 
my as a private and rose to the rank of co- 
lonel. He completed the invention of his 
rifle about the year 1833, but it was not 
generally used out of France nutil the 
Crimean war gave it celebrity.

Warren M. Graham, mentioned in our 


correspondence from the first regiment as 
having been mortally wounded at Wtl- 
liamsport, was when he enliated, connected 
with the Wiscensin as commercial reporter, 
and since has been the correspondent of 
that paper. Although uot: reported among 
the deaC there appears to.be little hopes of 
his recovery. He was wounded in the right' 
arm, left breast and left leg.

ing are reported by the Philadelphia Inquirer 
as having been wounded : 


H, S. Young, Company G( /Wisconsin 


Regiment, .musket ball in the head. 


\V. A. Mathowa, Company Or, Wisconsin 


Regiment, musket ball through the leg. 


Frederick Palmer, of Company Gr, Wis- 


consin Regiment, shot in the right leg. 


The Color Sergeant of the Wisconsin 


Regiment was the first man wounded j but 
he bravely kept the.-fiag up until some one 
came to relieve him. 


The behavior of the Wisconsin men in 


the action is spoken of as cool and brave. 
Our people are proud of them. 
, The commencement of the battle was 
sudden and without any previous knowledge 
that it was at hand. - The Inquirer says : 


Col. Perkins had rode out some distance 


in front of his battery, and upon turning a 
bend of the road, suddenly found himself 
face to face with two strange officers, mount- 
ed. They made the military salute, and 
shook hands cordially with the Colonel, ask- 
ing him what company: he belonged to 1— 
He answered, Company C. Just then one 
of the officers espied tho battery coming 
round the bend, and exclaiming '' Artillery, 
by God !" both put spurs to their horses and 
left. 
Col. Perkins shouted,. " Now, boys, 


'we'vogot !ein?" and in less than s minute 
the battery opened hot and heavy, right and 
:left of the road.. The Wisconsin Regiment 


; was supporting the battery on the left of the 
•road, and the Pennsylvania Eleventh on the 
right. These immediately came up into 
.position, and poured in one volley before 
itlie enemy had. time to form ; and in fact, 
;they never did gel; formed, but fought guer- 
rilla fashion during tbe whole action. 
: . This was probably done, to cover the re- ] 
itreat of the main body-of their forces. ^.Iiist j 
;in the middle, of the fight the 23d regiment i 
:came up as cool as so many cucumbers, 
and pitched into the chase, flanking out a 
^considerable distance to the left, and rout- 
ing the rebels from all their places of con-, 
cealrnent. McMullin's men lay along the 
road near the battery, and in the woods, 
fighting Indian fashion. 
Every man waa 


cool and deliberate; 'and their shots told 
with fearful effect. 


The cavalry of the rebels attempted to 


make two charges upon the Eleventh, but 
were broken and fled each time. 


The pursuit was continued over three 


miles, and only ceased when tho men be- 
ame tired out trotting double quick,, and 
oading andd firing in the hot BUD. 


The heaviest part of the action took place 
u the farm, of a gentleman named Porter- 
ield, about two miles beyond Ftilling Wa- 
ers, and within one and . a half miles of 
lainesville. where the army now lays.

The rebel general, JoLuslon, is encamp- 


ed at Bunker Hill, seven miles from Mar- 
tinsbnrg, with 20,000 men which he is for- 
tifying.

If the Washington troops have arrived, he 
has about 20,000 men. The rebels will 
probably wait to be attacked. Gen. Mc-

A Peace Proposition. 


It appears by the news from Washington 


that a flag of truce has been sent there by 
r. Col. Taylor from the rebels, with proposi- 
tions for peace. 
It is supposed that it was 


originated by a visit of Hon. Henry May, 
the newly elected member of congress from 
Baltimore, who went on a mission on his 
own account to Richmond. Of course if 
the rebels lay down their arms and surren- 
der their leaders for punishment, the flag of 
truce may effect something, but not other- 
wise. It is evident that the rebels are grow. 
ing fearful of the certain doom that stares 
them in the face, and that their confidence 
in success is lost. The Baltimore Ameri. 
can says, Mr. Vallandigham declares that 
he knows that Jeff. Davis is willing to make 
a compromise, and remain in the Union. 
We suppose any thief would do the same 
thing when overpowered and about to be 
punished. Jeff. Davia cannot remain in 
the Union alive. 


SPEAKER Guow, in his speech in tha 


bouse after his election, among other things 
said—" not a foot of the .old soil of this 
country would ever be relinquished to trea- 
son .till it was disputed every inch, and then 
baptized in the blood of freemen/' 
This 


waa received by an outburst of applause, 
which indicated the temper of the members 
and the crowd. It is evident that congress, 
the executive and the people, are in accord 
in relation to the manner of conducting 
the present war, and the object to be ac- 
complished. The constitution will be main- 
taioed over every foot of the soil of the 
whole country, no matter what it may cost 
in blood and treasure. 


Congressional Proceedings. 


There was but one vote for speaker in- 


stead of t\yo as reported by telegraph. Be-' 
fore the vote was declared Mr. Blair de- 
clined, and his friends .changed their votes 
to Mr. Grow. 
William E.Lebmen of Phil- 


adelphia, and Andrew J. Thayer of Ore-

The action of the house was probably 


based partly upon the consideration that 
there is now no time to attend to these mat- 
ters, aud upon the ground that the adminis- 
tration asked for no legislation upon them. 
The administrticn will bo held responsible 
for its acts in regard tosuch appointments as 
that of Emory, and in relation to the fugi- 
tive slave law in the seceded states during 
the war. 


We desire the repeal of tliis law, but can 


wait till'a regular session ; and we lave 
not. the slightest idea that pur soldiers will 
be required to return fugitive slaves. It is 
a. grave and important question and re- 
quires time for its consideration. While 
the war lasts let the laws of war decide 
what shall be done with the slaves in the 
rebel states. We are well content with the 
working of Butler's contraband policv.— 
Let the discussion of all such questions be 
postponed, that congress may do its duty 
quickly in strengthing the hands-of the 
President in providing ample moans to 
crush the rebellion in the shortest time 
possible. That is the first and only ques- 
tion in order at this time. The house hav- 
ing adopted a resolution that it will only 
consider such measures, at this extraordi- 
nary session, as relate to naval, military 
and financial matters connected with the 
war, let it conGne itself strictly to those du- 
ties, and adjourn as soon as possible. 


While we. are in favor of every one of 


the resolutions of Mr. Lovejoy, we do not

fice whatever, either civil or military, under 
to government of any state, or of the so-call- 
ed confederate states of America, who have 
taken up, or who shall hereafter take up, 
arms against the government.

Aur.iNaroN UKEUBTS, July 4. 


MESSRS. EiHTORS:—The second Wiscon- 


sin regiment encamped one week in Wash- 
ington, and left on the evening of the 2d, 
crossing the Potomac into Virginia, at sun- 
down ; the government, wagons carrying 
our tents going over by ferry boats, while 
we passed over the bridge, two men abreast. 
It -made a long line. 
Wo immediately 


marched into the country, and at 9 o'clock 
turned into a field, took our blankets, and 
laid down on Virginia soil, to rest. The 
land is the poorest I have ever seen, being 
all sand, and covered with scrub pine; but 
there aie numerous springs of good soft 
water. It affoUs us somewhat after beiug 
accustomed to hard water. There is no 
sicktieas worth mentioning in our regiment. 
The next morniug after our arrival, we 
pitched our tents, washed our faces, got 
some breakfast, and looked and felt as if 
we were at home, ready to meet the seces- 
sionists of Virginia on their own ground. 


At 8 o'clock hist night the Jauosville 


Volunteers were detailed as a picket guard 
to go out of camp and watch for Jeff Da- 
vis, who promised Iii.s followers to be here 
before thia time. Perhaps he is offended 
at some of our preparations to receive him, 
and won't come. We intend to invite him 
to a bail, when he arrives. 


The daya are very warm hew, aud the 


nights quite cold with heavy dews, whk-h 
makes picket duly unpleasant. We watch- 
ed for the enemy quite close last night, but 
saw nothing of them. We heard a good 
deal of firing one mile west of us, about 3 
o'clock this morning. 
The result we have 


not heard. The rebels make a practice 
of shooting our pickets at night, skulking 
about through the brush for that purpose, 
and then tunning back to their camps. 
They nave not as yet mo'.cned us. 


We are ten miles from Fairfax Court 


House, where a portion of the rebel army 
is encamped. Between our position and 
that point, there ure, as near ay I can learn, 
about 2,000 federal troops. 


This being tho fourth of July, I suppose 


you will be- merry in Jane.Hville, but there 
ia no difference in our camp from any oth- 
er dny. We intend, howe\er, to sing the 
Star Spangled Banner at sundown, G. F. 
Saunders to take the lead ; and as we aro 
strong singers, we mean to Hhake the hills 
of Old Virginia dome. 


You may hear some complainta about 


our living, but I consider it good soldiers' 
fare, and better than I expected. 


Washington ia still our post office, and 


those sending letters to u.s may direct them 
to the regiment, as usual.

From tlie Second Wisconsin Regiment. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS,. July 4. 


MESSRS. EDITORS:—The second Wiscon- 


sin regiment encamped one week in Wash- 
ington, and left on the evening of the 2d, 
crossing the Potomac into Virginia, at sun- 
down ; the government wagons carrying 
our tents going over by ferry boats, while 
we passed bverthe-bridge, two men abreast. 
It -made a long line. 
We immediately 


marched into the country, and at 9 o'clock 
turned into a field, took bur blankets, and 
laid down on Virginia soil, to rest. 
The 


land is the poorest I haye ever seen, being 
all sand, and covered with scrub pine; but 
there are numerous springs of i good soft 
water. . It affects us soniewhat after being 
accustomed to hard water. There is no 
sickness worth mentioning in our regiment. 
The next morning after our arrival, we 
pitched our teuts, washed our .faces, got 
some breakfast/and looked and felt as if 
we were at home, ready to meet the seces- 
sionists of Virginia on their own ground'. 


At 8 o'clock last night the Jauesville 


Volunteers were detailed as a picket guard 
,o go out of camp and watch for Jeff Da- 
ns, who promised his. followers to be here 
jefore this time. Perhaps he is offended 
at some of our preparations to receive him, 
and won't come. 
We intend to invite him 


,o a ball, when he arrives. 


The days are very warm here, and the 


nights quite cold with heavy dews, which 
makes picket duty unpleasant. 
We watch- 


ed 'for the euetny quite close last night, but 
saw nothing of them. 
We heard a good 


deal of firing one mile west of us, about 3 
o'clock this morning. 
The result we have 


lot heard. The rebels make- a practice 
of shooting our pickets at night, skulking 
about through the brush for that purpose, 
and then running back to their camps. 
They nave not as yet mo'.csled us. 


We are ten miles from Fairfax Court 


House, where a portion of the rebel army 
is encamped. 
Between our position and: 


that point, there are, as near as I can learn, 
about 2,000 federal troops. 


This being the fourth of July, I suppose 


you will be merry in Janesville, but there 
is no difference in our camp from any oth- 
er day. 
We intend, however, to sing the 


Star Spangled Banner at uundown, G. F. 
Saunders to take the lead; and as we are 
strong singers, we mean to shake the hills 
of Old Virginia some. 


You may hear some complaints about 


our living, but I consider it good soldiers' 
fare, and better than I expected. 


Washington is still our post office, and 


those sending letters to us may direct them 
to the regiment, as usual.

Ttae First Keglineut. 


Warren M. Graham, mentioned in our 


correspondence from the first regiment as 
having been mortally wounded at Wil- 
liamsport, was when he enlisted, connected 
with the Wiscensin as commercial reporter, 
and since has been the correspondent of 
that paper. Although not reported among 
the dead there appears to, be little hopes of 
his recovery. He was wounded in the right 
arm, left breast and left leg. The follow- 
ingare reported by the Philadelphia Inquirer 
as having been wounded : 


H. S. Young, Company G, Wisconsin 


Regiment, musket ball in the head. 


W. A. Mathcwa, Company G, Wisconsin 


Regiment, musket ball through the leg. 


Frederick Palmer, of Company G, Wis- 


consin Regiment, shot in the right leg. 


The Color Sergeant of the Wisconsin 


Regiment was the first man wounded, but 
he bravely kept the flag up until some one 
came to relieve him. 


The behavior of the Wisconsin men in 


the action is spoken of as cool and brave. 
Oar people are proud of them. 


The commencement of the battle was 


sudden and without any previous knowledge 
that it was at hand. The Inquirer says: 


Col. Perkins had rode out some distance 


in front of his battery, and upon turning a 
bend of the road, suddenly found himself 
face to face with two strange officers, mount- 
ed. They made the military salute, and 
shook hands cordially with the Colonel, ask- 
ing him what company he belonged to ?— 
He answered, Company C. Just then one 
of the officers espied the battery coming 
round the bend, and exclaiming '• Artillery, 
by God !" both put spurs to their horses and 
left. 
Col. Perkins shouted, " Now, boys, 


we've got 'em ?" and in less than a minute 
the battery opened hot aad heavy, right and 
left of the road. The Wisconsin Regiment 
was supporting the battery on the left of the 
road, and the Pennsylvania Eleventh on the 
right. These immediately came up into 
position, and poured in one volley before 
the enemy had time to form ; and in fact, 
they never did get formed, but fought guer- 
rilla fashion during the whole action. 


This was probably done, to cover the re- 


treat of the main body of their forces. 
Just 


in the middle of the fight the 23d regiment 
came up as cool as so many cucumbers, 
and pitched into the chase, flanking out a 
considerable distance to the left, and rout- 
ing the rebels from all their places of con- 
cealment. McMullin's men lay along the 
road near the battery, and in the woods, 
fighting Indian fashion. 
Every man was 


cool and deliberate; and their shots told 
with fearful effect. 


The cavalry of the rebels attempted lo 


make two charges upon the Eleventh, but 
were broken and fled each time. 


The pursuit was continued over three 


miles, and only ceased when tho meu be- 
came tired out trotting double quick, anil 
loading andd firing in the hot sun. 


The heaviest part of the action took place 


on the farm of a gentleman named Porter- 
field, about two miles beyond Falling Wa- 
ters, and within one and a half miles ol 
Hainesville, where the army now lays. 


THE WILI.IAMSPOBT AFFAIR.—Charles 


Fairchild of Madison gives the following 
particulars of this ehcountre with the ene- 
my:" Onr first impression to-day was, that 
the enemy were in much greater force than 
afterwards appeared. They had, I believe, 
but two or three regiments of infantry, a 
corps of .cavalry, and a small battery of two 
or perhaps four guns. 
I understand, from 


good authority, that they believed our force 
to-be but one or at best but two regiments 
strong, and arranged themselves in orchards 
and houses, and along the line offences, 
ifor the purpose of surrounding and captur- 
ing us. Of course our skirmishers discov- 
ered them, and after the first few rounds 
(twenty or thirty of them) our field pieces 
came up and routed them. After that there 
was a running fire for some little distance, 
our advance pressing them close. Then 
they took regularly to their heels, throwing 
away knapsaeks,-haversacks, revolvers, Ac. 
Among other things, a captain's full dress 
coat was found by the road. Their love 
letters, and letters from friends nt home, 
were strewed in every direction, photographs, 
&c., were, found. 
" Lt. Harris says that there are about 


80,000 federal troops all within a circuit of 
twenty miles, all moving southward. Pat- 
terson's command, rear guard and all, 
amounts to twenty thousand. Our com- 
manding officers all' speak highly .of t'he 
coolness and bravery of the First Wiscon- 
sin in the little brush to-day. AH our Mad- 
ison boys, except Huchting, nre well." 
' RIFLED CANKON AND ICEBERGS.—The 
Boston Journal says: ' 
' 


i " The English screw steam frigate Mer- 
sey, Capt. H. Caldwell, has reached Hali- 


fax; 
When approaching 
the ' banks of 


Newfoundland, Capt. Caldwell fell in with 
some icebergs, and thought it would' be in- 
teresting to experiment'on them witb/rifled 
iannon. Accordingly an Arnisfrbng' shell 
was tired at a.small rqfberg about one.lvun- 
dred afitffi'fty'fefet'nlg'ti, 
from a distance of 


four miles-and a'half.' Such was the effect 
that a block of ice, judged to by of about 
one hundred tons, fell from the summit.— 
This large weight falling from 'the top of 
the berg removed the centre of gravity, 
which caused the whole fabric to roll over 
and rock to and fro. It was considered a 
most satisfactory test of the vast range and 
destructiveriess of these missiles. Further 
trials were^made with other projectiles sup- 
plied to the navy/namely,-hollow shot, per- 
cnsfion and shrapnel), and time fuze shell, 
molten iron shell, &c., al! tending to exhib- 
it one;featnre iii modern warefare at sea, 
viz:'the extreme probability of every ves- 
sel being in flames after she is engaged." 


The word Minnie is not pronounced Min- 


ny, but'Min-ne-ay. The accent over the 
final letter makes the word one of three 
syllebles. The rifle so named was invented 
by M. Minnie, who. entered the French ar- 
my as a private and'rose to the rank of co- 
lonel. He completed the invention of his 
rifle abont the year 1833, but it was not 
generally used out of France until the 
Crimean war gave it celebrity.

WHEREAS, Major Emory, of the U. S. ar- 


my, resigned his position under circum- 
stances showing his sympathy with the re- 
bellion ; therefore, 


Resolved, That his restoration to the ser- 


vice was improper and unjustifiable. 


The action of the house was probably 


based partly upon the consideration that 
there is now no time to attend to these mat- 
ters, and upon the ground that the adminis- 
tration asked for uo legislation upon them. 
The adniinistrtion will be held responsible 
for its acts in regard to such appointments as 
that of Emory, and in relation to the fugi- 
tive slave law. in the seceded states during 
the war. 


We desire the repeal of this law, but can 


wait till'a regular session; and we Lave 
not the slightest idea that pur soldiers will 
be required to return fugitive slaves. It is 
a grave and important question and re- 
quires time for its consideration. 
While 


the war lasts let the laws of war decide 
what shall be done with the slaves in the 
rebel states. We are well content with the 
working of Butler's contraband policy.— 
Let the discussion of all such questions be 
postponed, that congress may do its duty 
quickly in strengthing the hands of the 
President in providing ample means to 
crush the rebellion iu the shortest time 
possible. That is the first and only ques- 
tion in order at this time. 
The house hav- 


ing adopted a resolution that it -will only 
consider such measures, at this extraordi- 
nary session, as relate to naval, military 
and financial matters connected with the 
war, let it confine itself strictly to those du- 
ties, and adjourn as soon as possible. 


While we are in favor of every one of 


the resolutions of Mr. Lovejoy, we do not 
think their introduction at this time judi- 
cious.

Congress made little progress to-day.— 


Chief importance attaches to the fact that 
the house has determined to confine its ac- 
tion, during the extra session, to military, 
financial and judicial matters growing out 
of the war. Mr. Burnett's proposition to 
add the consideration ef measures looking 
to a peaceful solution of our national diffi- 
culties, was completely negatived without a 
division of the house. 
Mr. Lovejoy's series 


of resolutions recommending the repeal of 
the fugitive slave law, Major Emory's re- 
moval, and condemning the captnre or re 
turn of fugitive slaves by the U. S. troops, 
was defeated by a vote of 87 to 62. The 
Illinois republican members voted for it, 
and the democrats against it. A. general 
bank suspension law was introduced, but it 
probably cannot pass this session. 


There is considerable difference of opin-

ARLIKGTOS HEIGHTS, July 4. 


MESSES. EDITORS:—The second Wiscbn- 
n regiment encamped one week in 'Washi- 
ngton, and left on the evening of the 2d, 
rossing the Potomac into Virginia, at sun-

ur tents going over by ferry boats, while 
•e passed over the-bridge, two men abreast, 
t -made a long line. 
We immediately 


.arched into the country, and at 9 o'clock 
urned into a field, took our blankets, and 
aid down on Virginia soil, to rest. The 
and is the poorest I haye ever seen, being 
11 sand, and covered with scrub pine; but 
iere are numerous springs of: good soft 
water. It affects us somewhat after being 
ccustomed to hard water. There is no 
ickness worth mentioning in our regiment, 
'he next morning after our arrival, we 
>itched our teuts, washed our faces, got 
ome breakfast, and looked and felt as if 
we were at home, ready to meet the seces- 
lionists of Virginia on their own ground. 


At 8 o'clock last night the Janesville 


Volunteers were detailed as a picket guard 
to go out of camp and watch for Jeff D&< 
vis, who promised his' followers to be here 
tefore this time. Perhaps he is offended 
at some of onr preparations to receive him, 
and won't come. We intend to invite him 
to a ball, when he arrives. 
. 


The days are very warm here, and the 


nights quite cold with heavy dews, which 
makes picket duty unpleasant. We watch- 
ed for the enemy quite close last night, but 
saw nothing of them. We heard a good 
leal of firing one mile west of us, about 3 
>'clock this morning. 
The result we have 


not heard. The rebels make a practice 
of shooting our pickets at night, skulking 
about through the brush for that purpose, 
and then running back to their camps. 
They nave not as yet mo'.csled us. 


We are ten miles from Fairfax Court 


House, where a portion of the rebel army 
is encamped. Between our position and 
that point, there are, as near as I can learn 
about 2,000 federal troops. 


This being the fourth of July, I suppose 


you will be merry in Janesville, but there 
is no difference in our camp from any oth 
er day. We intend, however, to sing the 
Star Spangled Banner at sundown, G. F 
Saunders to take the lead; and as we are 
strong singers, we mean to shake the hills 
of Old Virginia some. 


Yon may hear some complaints abou 


our living, but I consider it good soldiers 
fare, and better than I expected. 


Washington is still our post office, an<
